a. Subject was born in KitnBArton, Hungary In 1892* He waea graduate 
of the Ludovica Military Academy and the General Staff School. He vae 
commissioned Second Lt. In 1912 and culminated hie military career 
with the rank of Colonel General In 1945* He vae apid Governor 
Comal ekl oner for Evacuation In 19^ by SZALASI, who had been aptd 
premier by the Germans. 

b. Since Subject was an officer in the Hungarian Army, he could not 
belong to any political party; nevertheless, he vae known to be very 
pro-Hasl, an ardent supporter of SZALASI and the Arrow Grose Party* 

He opposed the Horthy regime, particularly i.e move to break off 
relations with Germany and conclude a separate armistice a th the 
Allied powers. 

o. In August W , Subject started the An n^olsheYls ^Hungarian 
Liberation Movement , a group with extreme national let, anti-Semihic, 
pro-German, anti-Cosurunlet, anti-Slav leanings* Subject vae found 
by source to be vain and politically aabitiousand was intensely 
disliked by some members of other Hungarian resistance movements. 

H* was unable to secure enough support from other Hungarian emigres 
and from other countries, and in 19^9* he stated his Intentions of 
going to Sattserland and retiring from political life. 

d A report dated 28 March 1950 described Subject ashaving good 
working relationship with General Le- FHCHALA, notorious Slovak 
Fascist and member of Tito regime Vio heads the "anti-Faeclet Blockf 
headquarters in London.

He vat a graduate of the Ludovloa Military Academy 
and the General Staff School • He wat commissioned 
Seoond Lieutenant in 1912 and oulminated hie military 
oareer with the rank of Colonel General In 1946* He 
wae appointed Oovernor Ccwnissioner for Evaouatlon in 
1944 by SKA1ASI, who had been appointed premier by the 
Germans. 

b* Slnoo Subjeot wit an offloer in the Hungarian Army, 
he could not belonr to any political party j nevertheless, 
ho wae known to be very pro- Hail, an ardent supporter of 
SZALA21 and the Arrow Croat Party. He opposed the Ho r thy

o* In August 1947, Subjeot started the Anti -Bolshevist
